In 
due time his disciples, men like 
Stepben Leacock and Adrian 
Ross, will taka their places br 
his side, not as scholars bat as 
people's jesters. 

THE SONSESSE AGE. 

At heart the world is even re- 
newing its youth, and youth is 
, the monsensc age. Any man 
may discover bis real ag 
by getting into the com- 
pany of children. When he 
has Jost the art of pretence. 
the taste for playing bears, the 
belief in fairies, bis sole place in 
the real, living, gtowing world is 
the lethal chamber of a decent 
obscurity. He may acquire 
knowledge. make money, frame 
nwa; bat spiritually he js a dead 


man... 

The fact that ford Beaconsfield 
found a Gilbert and Sollivan 
opera. “bad” is 8 proof that the 
gr2a$ statesman had, io the pres- 
sure of affairs, allowed his sixth 
sense to become’ atrophied.

his cold levity—the levity which 
produced his deathless .“ Hurls- 
burly ” papers.

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Jn common with Britishers the warld over, we in Flongkong are 
watching the trend of events in the Old Country with much interes: 
and some concern. Tha: aifairs are in a very unsectied and rescless 
condition there can be no doub:. But.eleven thousand miles from 
the centre of activities, it is a matter of no little difficulty to get to 
know what is really happening. Thatissa mainly becanse Reuter 
appears rather moré fond of supplying us with opinions than with 
actual news. True,.we are aware that there is danger of a wide 
spread strike of miners (though Reuter has not.even yet made it 
very clear what the exact issues age). that there is unres; amongs: 
the electricians, that the Irish situation is still embarrassing the 
Government and that we have not yet cot out of the Russo-Polish | 
and Mesopotamian moddles. , But what we chiefly want to know is 

' whether there is any real fear of anything approaching a revolution 
. occurring ip England. . 

One of the latest messages to hand speaks of the threatened 
miners’ strike as “a direct cballenge of 3 revolution on Bolshavist 
lines,” and then goes on to remark that if the miners,defeat the 
Governmant. "Soviet tyranny would be established. the franchise 
would bezome a supreme force, the vote would be waste-paper 
and majority rule would be abolished.” That. coming from 
England, reads very strangely. bus what we should all like 
to know is whether there is any fear of these. things 
happening. or whether these words may all be written down as 
so much Goverment-subsidised pzopaganda, designed’ to discredit 
the miners whilst in reality there is little daager of such a dis- 
astrous series of developments. At any rate, it gives usa 
little shock after Reuters recent continued assurances that the 
situation wag not really 39 black and hopeless as appeared on the 
surface. Then we are further told that there is 2 grave danger of 
the miners’ leaders playing a game of bluff and that they may 
ultimately find, like the Kaiser in 1914, that the forces which they 
have incited will carry them over the brink? When Reuter sends 
us along commert of this kind, does he mean us to take it seriously, 
orate weto make allowances for a Uesire to draw picturesque 
though slightly exezgerated parallels?” In other words, is it stage 
thunder or the real thing? Let us hope the former—s.- possibility 
which Reuter seems to encocrage by pointing ont thet the soberer 
elaments in the recent Trade Union Congress, which Mr. Thomas. 
maneged admirably, were stronger than the debates suggested. Tf 
the situation is in reality not at all so black as pne might be led to 
believe from this talk of possible “ Soviet tyranny” and “a revolut- 
ion on Bolsbevist lines,” then we all have a sight strongly to resent 
having our feelings needlessly harrowed in this way. whatever the 
end in view may be. . : 

The ogwspapers, and through them the public, look to cable 
agencies to supply them with news rather than’ ries. It is, 
admittedly, helpful in moments of crises, to have an occasioasl 
yeview of popular feeling and of general tendencies, so Jong as 
impartiality is assured. ‘But our general experience bas been that 
Reuter is rather inclined to supply us with coloured cpinions— 

mostly of one tint, too. Thus, in the message to which we have 
yeferred, we are impressively told-ofsthe succession of “ cyclonic 
problems” whicb Mr, Lloyd George's Government has to face— 
“greater than any in history, we are assured: That the Ministry is 
in hot water all round wedonot doubt, and if itis really finding 
things so terribly onerous and uncomfortable, then we think it bad 
better practice a little coustitutionalism and appes! to the country for 
jts verdict. Tho worst of it is that, what with the strike, the Irish 
problem, the Mespotamian mix-up and the Russc-Polish tangle, it 
would be dificult to submit to the electorate a straight, single issue. 
If wo bad the Referendum, that could be overcome. Still, despite 
the confusion. « General Election would probably help to clear the 
atmosphere, and, we hope, in. its results teach Labourites in general 
that the country resents beidg dictated to by any ond section of the 
populace.
